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Janet’s Death Toll Hits 4 0 0 
Disastrous Floods 
Roll On Mexico In 
Hurricane’s Wake

W)—Disastrous full force of the hurricane. Janet 
new floods roared down on Mex­ 
ico’s Gulf Coast today in the wake 
of Hurricane Jan et as the killer 
storm beat itself out against the 
Sierra M adre Mountains. 
The worst of three hurricanes 
th at sm ashed into east Mexico 
this 
month, 
Janet 
already 
had 
killed at least 200 Mexicans plus 
200 other persons on Caribbean 
islands. 
In the storm ’s wake, torrential 
rains swelled rivers already flood­ 
ing from the northern Tam aulipas 
state to Veracruz. The toll of dead 
and displaced was expected to rise 
hourly. 
The three big trans-Caribbean 
hurricanes — Gladys, Hilda and 
Jan et — already have caused an 
estim ated 600 deaths in Mexico. 
Property dam age is reckoned at 
some 200 million dollars, almost 
half 
the 
national 
governm ent’s 
1955 budget. 
Ja n et’s course was obscured dur­ 
ing the storm ’s late hours by the 
havoc its 120-mile-an-hour winds 
wreaked on communications. Naut- 
la, a port of 1,500 persons about 
75 miles north of Veracruz, was 
the only populated place in the 
path. It had just reported a grow­ 
ing gale and high w ater when 
connections 
were 
abruptly 
cut.

120,000, had braced itself for the 


capriciously sidestepped the city, 
but accompanying rains and ex­ 
cessively high tides inundated the 
port, only four feet above sea 
level. Main streets were under 
several feet of water. 
Tampico, already under water 
from the two previous hurricanes 
and the flooding Panuco River, 
reported a new rise.in waters. Ex­

three-week 
battle against winds, floods and 
disease, thousands abandoned the 
city* in a m ass exodus. 
Tam pico’s food supply was drop­ 
ping daily, medical supplies were 
low, and both typhoid and dysen­ 
tery had broken out. More than 
36,000 refugees from among the 
city’s normal population of 110,000 
were still being cared for in con­ 
centration centers. 
It was believed most of the coun­ 
try ’s estim ated total of 200 deaths 
from Janet occurred on the Yuca­ 
tan Peninsula. The towns of Chet- 
umal, Xcalak and B acalar were 
virtually wiped off the m ap when 
125-mile winds leveled their wood­ 
en buildings. 
Reports from M erida, Yucatan, 
said 125 bodies were buried in a 
common grave at Chetumal yes­ 
terday and that more were being 
found in the debris. Fliers estim at­ 
ed the total dead at Chetumal 
alone at 170.

WASHINGTON (^-M oscow radio 
broadcasts provided new evidence 
today that the Soviet Union has in 
fact rejected President Eisenhow­ 
e r’s proposal for an exchange of 
aerial inspection and m ilitary blue­ 
prints in advance of an agreem ent 
on a complete, global 
disarm a­ 
m ent program . 
While avoiding criticism of Ei­ 
senhower, Moscow broadcasts re­ 
corded here are beginning to at­ 
tack it as an “ inspection-without- 
arms-reduction plan.” 
One broadcast contended it would 
tend instead to speed up arm s out­ 
put if one nation found itself lag­ 
ging behind the other. 
Soviet Prem ier Nikolai Bulganin 
sent the President a long personal 
letter last week in which he raised 
many objections to the plan. He 
did not object to the principle, but 
argued that the steps Eisenhower 
proposed should be taken as parts 
of a fully developed arm s reduc 
tion system. 
Eisenhower’s idea has b e e n to 
short-circuit the lengthy 
negotia­ 
tions necessary to develop a glob­ 
al program and get the 
United 
States and Russia to take directly 
the simple and dram atic actions he 
outlined as a m eans of creating 
world confidence in their peaceful 
intentions. 
Some qualified officials privately 
considered Bulganin’s r e p l y “ a 
polite rejection.” Others publicly 
took the line that it kept the door 
open for further negotiations. 
The Moscow broadcasts record­ 
ed here were made Sept. 27 and 
28. 


T Wouldn’t 
Run’, Heart 
Expert Says 


Dr. White Says If 
He Were President He 
Wouldn't Seek Office 


NEW YORK UFI —Dr. Paul D. 
White, noted Boston heart special­ 
ist who attended President Eisen­ 
hower, said today that if he were 
Eisenhower he “ wouldn’t want to 
run” for a second term . 
Interviewed on the NBC televi­ 
sion show “ Today,” Dr. White was 
asked if he believed it would be 
possible for the President to serve 
a second term in view of his re­ 
cent heart attack. 
Dr. White replied: 
“Many things are possible that 
m ay not be advisable. It is up to 
him to m ake the decision. He may 
or m ay not have complete re­ 
covery . . . If I were in his shoes 
I wouldn’t want to run again, hav­ 
ing seen the strain.” 
The doctor added: 
“ It rem ains to be seen how ac­ 
tive he can be in the future.” 
However, he said all signs were 
“ very encouraging” and that the 
President’s m orale was good. 
“ I talked at some length with 
the President last Monday,” Dr. 
White said, “ to tell him just what 
the situation is as we see it medi­ 
cally. 
“ He took all this in and I’m 
sure he’ll be an excellent patient.” 
The internationally famous phy­ 
sician expressed the view that it 
will be a good thing to perm it Ei­ 
senhower to initial a couple of doc­ 
um ents as is planned tonight. 
“ It seemed wise to allow him 
to do it,” said Dr. White. “ It is 
good for his morale, it involves 
no extra work and no worry...The 
extra job will do no harm I’m 
sure.” 
Asked if the crisis in such cases 
usually 
is 
reached 
within 
two 
weeks, the doctor said the m ost 
difficulty is encountered during the 
first few days and “ the danger 
isn’t completely over for about two 
weeks.” 
He continued: 
“ Very few complications occur 
after the second week.”

Nixon Calls Session 
On Matters He Was 
Briefed By President 


WASHINGTON UFI — President 
Eisenhower’s Cabinet m eets with 
out him today for its first business 
session since he left Aug. 14 for 
Denver. 
Vice President Nixon called the 
session to consider m atters on 
which he had been briefed in ad 
Vance. Although secret, they were 
expected to include budgetary and 
other departm ental m atters which 
Nixon has described as routine. 
Some consideration was expect­ 
ed also of ways to reduce the Pres­ 
ident’s workload when he is able 
to resum e his normal duties after 
the heart attack which struck him 
Saturday. 
The President is expected to be 
given a fill-in on today’s meeting 
when he is able to discuss such 
m atters with aides, just as he will 
be eventually on Thursday’s 2*6- 
hour m eeting of the National Se­ 
curity Council, over which Nixon 
also presided. 
Sherm an Adams, chief assistant 
to the President, arranged to fly 
to Denver after the Cabinet meet­ 
ing to take charge of the White 
House offices at Lowry Air Force 
Base during the. President’s con­ 
valescence. 
Commenting on the Denver an­ 
nouncement that Adams would fly 
there today to take charge of staff 
work, Nixon told reporters yester­ 
day that this would “ make for a 
very 
smooth operation 
between 
Denver and Washington.” 
Nixon told newsmen at the White 
House that neither the Cabinet nor 
the security council is a decision­ 
making body but advise the chief 
executive on m atters on which he 
m akes the decisions.

16 months ago for IOO per cent met­ 
ering of the city’s water custo­ 
mers is more than two-thirds com­ 
plete, Supt.

The Shape Of Danger 


National Newspaper Week 
in the United 
States is easier to understand after reviewing 
the plight of La Prensa, Argentina’s famous 
newspaper suppressed by Juan Peron. 


When Dictator Peron finally was ousted, it 
was assumed La Prensa, which had been 
turned ov£r to Argentina’s organized labor 
movement, would be given back to its rightful 
owner, Gainza Paz, who had found refuge from 
persecution in New York City. 
This assumption was clouded by doubt when 
the president of the provisional government re­ 
vealed he had no immediate plans for * La 
Prensa. There is evidence he may have no 
eventual plans either. La Prensa -has become 
a political hostage. 
Dictator Peron was too clever to seize it 
outright. Like all modem power politicos, he 
went through the motions of legality. 
He 
pestered La Prensa with newsprint restric­ 
tions, strikes fomented by captive labor leaders 
and picket-line violence. 
He then had it investigated by a subservient 
committee of a captive legislature, which ruled 
it had become a nuisance. This paved the way 
for him to have the legislature lend the Gen­ 
eral Confederation of Labor enough money from 
the Argentine treasury to buy the paper for 
5 per cent of its value — and the deed was 
done. The interlopers paid back the load with 
profits from La Prensa’s operation. 
The only way its rightful owner could get it 
back now would be to oust the General Confed­ 
eration of Labor, which has gone through all 
the legal motions of becoming La Prensa’s new 
owner. That could set off another bloody round 
of civil war in Argentina. Modem dictators have 
mastered the art of teaming up with those who 
are too powerful suppress — and that is the 
present shape of danger all over the world, 
Including the United States. 
National Newspaper Week in 1955 could not be 
commemorated more fittingly than by renewing 
the historic intent of the first amendment to the 
Constitution — that '‘Congress shall make no 
law respecting an establishment of religion, 
or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; 
or 
abridging the freedom of speech or of the 
press; or of the right of the people peaceably 
to assemble and to petition the government 
for a redress of grievances."

which the Su­ 
preme C o u r t 
plays in t h e 
g o v e r nmen- 
tal structure of 
the

S t a t e s . No 
other 
country 
p o s s e s ses a 
similar institu­ 
tion. No court 
George Sokolsky in Great Bri­ 
tain, for instance, can declare an 
act of Parliament unconstitutional, 
although Parliament can and does 
place restraints up rn the monarch. 
The nature of the Supreme Court, 
as defined in the Constitution and 
as it developed over the years, is 
a product of our federal system 
and the historic fact that each 
state is sovereign by its own right. 


FORMER CHIEF J U S T I C E 
Charles Evans Hughes states this 
in most cogent language: 
“The proposed federal govern­ 
ment was of necessity, in view of 
the existence of the States and of 
the 
sentiment 
which 
supported 
them as autonomous within their 
spheres, to be one of limited 
powers . . .” 
Obviously an arbiter, an um­ 
pire, had to be established to pro­ 
tect each state in its rights and at 
the same time to prevent the fed­ 
eral government from collapsing 
from want of authority. 
There was great difference of 
opinion among the Founding Fath­ 
ers as to how much power was to 
be delegated to the federal gov­ 
ernment: 
Those who followed the ideas of 
Alexander Hamilton, James Madi­ 
son and John Jay favored a power­ 
ful federal government; those who 
followed the judgment of Thomas 
Jefferson supported the idea of a 
weak federal government with con­ 
siderable emphasis on s t a t e s ’ 
rights. 


HAMILTON, IN “The Federal­ 
ist,” described the Supreme Court, 
as it appeared in the Constitution, 
as follows: 
“The judiciary, on the contrary, 
has no influence over either the 
sword or the purse; no direction 
either of the strength or of the 
wealth of the society; 
and can 
take no active resolution whatever. 
It may truly be said 
to 
have 
neither force nor will, but merely 
judgment; and 
must ultimately 
depend upon the aid of the execu­ 
tive arm even for the efficacy of 
its judgments. 
“This simple view of the mat­ 
ter suggests several important con­ 


sequences. 
It proves 
incontest­ 
ably, that the judiciary is beyond 
comparison the weakest of the three 
departments of power; that it can 
never attack with success either of 
the other two; and that all possible 
care is requisite to enable it to de­ 
fend itself a g a i n s t their at­ 
tacks . . 


HAMILTON WANTED the court 
to be more effective and stronger 
than the Constitution made it. 
That task fell to John Marshall who 
accomplished it by a series of 
fundamental decisions. In 
these 
days the Supreme Court is extra­ 
ordinarily powerful; it exercises a 
power over both the 
executive 
and the legislative branches of gov­ 
ernment by a veto power, 
not 
stipulated in the Constitution but 
developed in the decisions of John 
Marshall, the acceptance of which 
by the people has given the court 
a moral force of extraordinary 
dimensions. 
John Marshall was the third 
chief justice of the United States, 
the first being John Jay. (Rutledge 
was not confirmed.) M a r s h a l l 
served from 1801 to 1835 which 
gave him a long tenure during 
the formative years of our his­ 
tory. 
Marshall was a believer in strong 
federal government, differing from 
his cousin, Thomas Jefferson, who 
starting as his politicaal opponent 
became his personal enemy. 


IT WAS THE Supreme Court, un­ 
der the leadership of John Mar­ 
shall, rather than the Constitution 
itself, which established the great 
powers of the federal'government. 
It was in Marbury vs. Madison 
John Marshall leading the entire 
court laid down a rule, not explic­ 
itly stated in the Constitution, that 
the Supreme Court had the power 
to declare an Act of Congress 
null and void on constitutional 
grounds. 
Marshall did not establish a basis 
in law or in precedent; he rather 
argued that as the 
Constitution 
is the supreme law of the land, 
whatever is 
repugnant 
to 
the 
Constitution must be null and void 
and that there must be an agency 
of government with power so to 
declare. 
He said: 
. . the particular 
phraseology of the Constitution of 
the United States confirms and 
strengthens the principle, supposed 
to be essential to all written con­ 
stitutions, that a law repugnant to 
the constitution is void, and that 
courts, as well as other depart­ 
ments, are bound by that instru­ 
ment.” From that day to this, 
the Court has so held and the 
people have upheld the Court in 
that interpretation of the power 
of the Court.

Diplomatic Gunplay 
No Texas Ranger ever was quicker on the 
draw than the United States when the rumor 
reached Washington that the Soviet Union was 
going to close an arms deal with Egypt. 
Uncle Sam drew his diplomatic gun in such 
haste he scared the British Foreign Office out 
of a year’s diplomatic growth, threw a panic 
into Israel, earned a startled look from France 
and must have given the Kremlin Its best belly 
laugh since Khrushchev disarmed the skeptics 
with a diplomatic bender at Belgrade. 
The balance of Middle Eastern power swayed 
and tottered. Alarmists had visions of wild gun­ 
play in the Middle East with weapons made in 
U.S.A. But suddenly the visions were replaced 
by something for more horrible — weapons 
made in the U.S.S.R. 
The rumor of an Egyptian deal with the So­ 
viet Union was confirmed. The rumor of an 
Egyptian deal with the U.S.A. — which had 
been an official Washington report — was dis­ 
counted. Throughout all this diplomatic gun­ 
play runs one continuous idea: 
It costs nothing to promise arms to the Mid­ 
dle East and keeps everybody guessing and 
happy. Britain did it for years, and now the 
United* States abd the Soviet Union are doing 
it too. 


We soon will know whether the 
Russians plan to ease or intensify 
the pressure on President Eisen­ 
hower. Keep your eyes on France 
these next few 
weeks. The ac­

For months now the French Com­ 
munist underground has been re­ 
hearsing for a series of hard-hit­ 
ting “commando strikes” schedul­ 
ed for early October. With these 
hit-and-run 
seizures of factories 
and plant offices, the Communist 
labor chiefs planned to trigger a 
wave of national strikes in France 
—and 
then beyond its borders. 
France always has been the bell­ 
wether of Soviet policy and direct 
action. If it happens there, it hap­ 
pens elsewhere on the Communist 
circuit. 


OBJECTIVE OF THESE Com­ 
mando raids on French industry is 
to crush the European boom by 
first disrupting the French econ­ 
omy and then cracking Italy, West 
Germany and the rest of the con­ 
tinent. 
These “commando raids” result 
in swift hit-and-run capture of a 
plant by action committees of 
“rank-and-file” unionists organized 
and led 
by 
secret 
Communist 
cadres. They’ve already hit war­ 
ship dockyards, railroads, chemi­ 
cal plants, scores of metal factories 
(in which the Communist strength 
is concentrated', building projects, 
clothing factories, oil refineries and 
electrical 
power 
stations. 
And 
they’ve been violent. 
During some of these “rehear­ 
sal” strikes, as many as 60 work­ 
ers have been wounded. In one 
such attack, the commando squad 
seized the headquarters of a ship­ 
ping company and threw the furni­ 
ture, blueprints and other equip­ 
ment out of a window, 


IN OTHER BATTLES in a dozen 
cities, the ^juads have fought the 
police with metal beams, bricks 
and bolts while the gendamerie 
used tear gas and hand grenades. 
Although virtually unreported in 
the U.S., there have been as many 
as 50,000 strikers out at any given 
moment, American labor represen­ 
tatives reveal. And this is only a 
“preview” of trouble to come! 
Most 
seriously hit has been 
Nantes, where the chief of police 
quit when the federal government 
refused to back up his efforts to

enforce law and order. The police 
chief reported that the strikes there 
had Communist cadres at their cen­ 
ter, but he got no help from Pre­ 
mier Edgar Faure’s government 
The detective story-writing pre­ 
mier of France did not appear 
anxious to take on the Communist 
apparatus. 


FIRST OFF, he has done little 
to rebuild the effective anti-Com- 
munist intelligence system which 
the Duxieme Bureau, the police 
and the Surete had built up until 
the regime of Mendes-France be­ 
gan dismantling it.

THE COMMUNISTS will use as 
their political motif not merely a 
demand for wages, but a big cut 
into profits. Of course, t h i s will 
bring industrial resistance — and 
the labor front may go up in flames, 
as it did at one time in France, 
when the precedent for sitdown 
strikes was set long before this 
technique hit Detroit 
American labor observers report 
that the mass of non-Communist 
French workers are watching the 
Communists. If the strikes bring 
big wage increases and the govern­ 
ment doesn’t keep law and order, 
the average worker will swing to 
the Commies. 


IF THE COMMUNIST p a r t y 
then wins strength in the coming 
plant elections (which decide who 
will speak for the workers in 
French industry), the Communists 
will not only create disastrous in­ 
flation and trigger similar strikes 
throughout Europe, but will de­ 
mand participation in the French 
cabinet. 
All Europe will be in an uproar. 
Our own foreign policy will need 
careful tending and revision, just 
at the moment when we will have 
no commanding voice to bring to­ 
gether all points of view inside the 
White House and cabinet 
So keep your eyes on the Com­ 
munist labor machine in France,

TODAY ISRAEL is an import­ 
ant 
factor 
in 
American 
poli­ 
tics, ' as all practical politicians 
will 
acknowledge. 
The hostility 
between 
Israel and the Arab 
states has led Soviet Russia 
to 
meddle in troubled waters. 
Earlier this week the n e w s 
leaked out that the United States 
was willing “in principle” to sell 
arms to Egypt. The State Depart­ 
ment hinted that this was not by 
any means a 
consummated ar­ 
rangement, but merely a procla­ 


mation of willingness to sell arms 
only for local defense and protec­ 
tion against aggression. 
Almost immediately afterward 
came the Tiews that the govern­ 
ment of Czechoslovakia, a puppet 
of Moscow, had agreed to sell 
Egypt all the arms sought by that 
country, 
and 
that 
the 
United 
States 
government 
had 
really 
been trying to stall the shipment 
of arms into the Middle East. 
Confused reports 
from Great 
Britain, saying that the British op­ 
posed the American plan to sell 
arms to Egypt, 
were 
clarified 
later by a joint statement by 
Secretary Dulles and British For­ 
eign Minister MacMillan in New 
York. They explained that the two 
governments were in agreement. 
It was apparent they hoped to 
forestall the sale of 
any Com­ 
munist arms to Egypt. 


WHAT SEEMS to be called for 
in the present circumstances is a 
limitation on arms to the whole 
area, at least until the exact pur­ 
poses and possible use of such 
arms are clarified. 
A warning to both Cairo and 
Moscow that no arms shall 
be 
brought in until the present ten­ 
sion between the countries of the 
Middle East is clarified, would 
appear to be inevitable. Secretary 
Dulles has a l r e a d y approached 


Foreign Minister Molotov on the 
subject. 
It certainly seems a paradox 
that t h e Moscow government, 
which has been preaching peace 
and disarmament for me last sev­ 
eral months, should be so ready 
to arm Egypt, whose only reason 
for seeking such arms 
is 
con­ 
sidered by Israel’s supporters to 
be the potential use of such arms 
against Israel. 


CERTAINLY 
THERE 
IS 
no 
danger of an attack on Egypt 
I from Soviet Russia, nor of any 
attack by any other country out­ 
side the Middle East. 
The NATO organization is an 
example of & military setup that 
is international rather than na­ 
tional. 
The same formula of integrated 
military units on a regional basis 
could be applied to the Middle 
East if the Western powers took 
a firm stand. To allow Egypt to 
become an armed ally of Soviet 
Russia would be a victory for the 
Communists in the “cold war.” 
To persuade Egypt to avoid 
alignment with the Communists 
who would stir up more friction 
with Israel becomes a logical aim 
of Anglo - American policy. 
It is a significant development 
in the whole “cold war,” as well 
as in American politics.

WASHINGTON OPV-Even though | 
he doesn’t run again, President 
Eisenhower will be in a position 
to dominate the Republican con­ 
vention next year and perhaps 
handpick the GOP 
presidential 
nominee, if he so chooses.

The initials 
were traced to the name of his 
Panamanian bride, who was due to 
arrive at Toronto for a ceremony 
to legalize their original elopment 
wedding. She arrived in time to at­ 
tend his funeral.

And as for frustration, it is just 
poppycock that we “mark our chil­ 
dren for life” by single incidents; 
actually, the competent case work­ 
er explains, it is good for the child 
to have reasonable amounts of 
frustration in his growing up. He 
is sure to meet up with frustra­ 
tion later on and should develop an 
ability to handle it. 
The “reality principle,” a fav­ 
orite of Sigmund Freud, comes in­ 
to play here. While Freud has been 
widely interpreted or misinterpret­ 
ed to bolster the anti-discipline 
movement, he stressed the grasp 
of reality as a prime criterion of 
mental health. What is reality for 
the child? Will the world shield 
him from all frustration? Will it 
be without limits and controls on 
his behavior? Will he be forever al­ 
lowed to do as he pleases? 


OR DOES HE face at least a 
rude awakening or at most a hor­ 
rible crackup when he matricu 
lates into a world which insists 
upon law, order, and recognition 
of the rights of others? 
In June, 1954, a panel of psy 
chologists, psychiatrists 
and 
so­ 
ciologists met at the U.S. Chil­ 
dren’s Bureau in Washington. A 
summary of their discussion in­ 
cludes the following: “One thing 
is paramount, that we hold our 
children accountable. To do other­ 
wise is to do them a disservice. 
Marriage, family, 
and 
job 
re­ 
quire a sense of 
accountability. 
To permit a child to indulge in 
every whim and fancy is to build 
him up for a severe setback.” 
The

added, 
“ Parents 
must be clear and consistent in 
their discipline.” 
The new trend is certainly not 
to gratify pa rents v/ho would like 
td crack down on their children, 
nor to give vent to parental veng­ 
eance. It springs wholly from a 
rediscovery of the needs of chil­ 
dren.

NEW YORK (P—How can you 
best care for your heart to mini­ 
m ize your chances of a heart 
attack? 
Living a full, active, good and 
sensible life may be a main rule. 
No experts can lay down sure, 
hard-and-fast rules. Not enough is 
yet known about the fundamental 
cause of the heart attack process. 
But they do have tips. And some 
authorities are finding good reas­

That exercise is bad, after 40 
you should slow way down. 
That tense business executives 
are most likely to sudden death 
from heart seizures. 
That most heart attacks follow 
exertion — golf, tennis, Shoveling 
snow, the dram atic incidents you 
read or hear about. Instead, half 
of all attacks appear to come dur­ 
ing sleep and resting. 


That we should blindly follow 
the advice to “take it easy” to 
avoid heart attacks. 
That playing golf on Friday had 
anything to do with President Ei­ 
senhower’s heart attack the next 
day. 
You can easily find differences 
of opinion among heart experts., 
Here are some of the challenging 
newer viewpoints:

Boston heart specialist who at­ 
tended Eisenhower:

Studying 1,700 persons who had 
coronaries, Dr. Master and his as­ 
sociates found 52 per cent of at­ 
tacks came while these people 
were sleeping or resting; 21 per 
cent at ordinary mild activity; 9 
per cent in moderate activity, ex­ 
cept for walking; 16 per cent in 
walking; only 2 per cent during 
unusual or severe exertion. They 
concluded severe effort couldn’t be 
much pinpointed as a cause of the 
timing of an attack. 
As for occupation, tie analysis 
showed attacks occurring “with 
equal frequency in all types of oc­ 
cupations and all types of society.’’ 
Other physicians report fear and 
anxiety can lead a person to focus 
attention upon his heart, inducing 
“anxiety heart disease” — nothing 
wrong, but the person thinks there 
is. One estimate is that half the 
persons who go 05 see heart spe­ 
cialists really have anxiety heart 
disease. 
A tip would seem to be: Get 
a checkup if you’re worried, or 
if you have any signs that might 
indicate heart trouble of any kind. 
Get the facts, not your guesses.

Practice Improves Poor Handwriting 


In spite of the fact that most 
people eventually learn to use a 
typewriter, there are occasions all 
through life that call for the use 
of penmanship. 
Throughout tile years at school, 
a student will submit handwrit­ 
ten work, which must be read by 
the teacher.

WASHINGTON UV-“T te Boss,” 
as President Eisenhower has smil­ 
ingly referred to him, flies to 
Denver today to take charge of 
the temporary W hitehouse. 
“ The Boss’* is 56-year-old, white- 
haired Sherman Adams, a one­ 
tim e lumberjack who as Eisen­ 
hower’s No. I aide has become one 
of the most influential men in the 
nation. 
With Eisenhower hospitalized by 
a heart attack, Adams’ behind-the- 
scenes role becomes more impor­ 
tant than ever. He will decide 
which few of the major and minor 
problems that develop are impor­ 
tant enough to be taken up with 
the recuperating President. And 
his recommendations carry great 
weight. 
Hard working, and with a tem­ 
peram ent as rugged as the moun­ 
tains of his native state of New 
Hampshire, Adams has gained a 
reputation around Washington as 
the man to see if you want some­ 
thing from the President. Official­ 
ly, he’s listed as “ die assistant to 
the President.” 
Adams himself, a former two- 
term governor of New Hampshire, 
looks on his $20,000-a-year job as 
protection for the President against 
the tremendous pressures that go 
with the job of the nation’s chief 
executive. 
And if you want to make head­ 
way with Adams, you’ll do better 
without frills or fanfare. 
One New' Hampshire friend re­ 
ported beginning a telephone con­ 
versation with the White House 
staff chief by asking about his 
health. 
“ Before I could say anything 
else,” the friend related, “Adams 
told me ‘State your business.’ So 
knowing Adams, I stated m y bus­ 
iness and got an answer . . .” 
The 5-foot-6, 150-pound Adams 
has ruffled some prominent digni­ 
taries with his brusqueness but he 
sets a fast work pace. It has been 
to bed by 9 p.m., up at 5:30 a.m.
